Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Rural  District  for  1965. 


The  number  of  births  (409)  has  only  been  exceeded  in  1947  and  the  correct* 
birth  rate  of  19.8  is  to  be  compared  with  18.0  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
number  of  deaths  (208)  gives  a  corrected  death  rate  of  9*6  against  a  death  rate 
of  11.5  for  England  and  Wales. 


There  were  six  infant. deaths,  four  of  which  occurred  in  the  early  neo¬ 
natal  period,  giving  an  infant  death  rate  of  14.7.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  19.0  which  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 


There  were  211  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  and 
197  of  these  cases  were  in  respect  of  Measles. 


The  improvement  grant  scheme  is  still  progressing  satisfactorily  within 
the  district  and  the  high  proportion  of  tenanted  houses  dealt  with  is  being 
maintained. 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  altogether  69  units  of  accommodation  were 
built  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  This  included  26  units  of  accommodation 
at  Churchill  House,  Teynham  which  was  built  in  association  with  the  Kent 
County  Council  under  the  warden  scheme. 


I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Department  staff  who  carry  out 
their  work  so  thoroughly  but  with  patience  and  understanding.  Mr.  Dunning, 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  who  is  responsible  for  the  Department  proves 
himself  to  be  tactful  and  efficient.

1 .  CLIMATOLOGY 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  at  Faversham  was  27.35  inches  and  the 
figure  recorded  at  Highsted  Water  Works  for  1965  was  30.18  inches.  These 
recordings  show  a  considerable  increase  on  the  average  rainfall  over  the  ^ast 
ten  years  viz.  25.84  inches  at  Faversham  and  26.61  inches  at  Highsted. 

The  weather  for  1965  was  generally  cooler  and  wetter  than  in  the  previou 

year. 


The  temperature  and  rainfall  as  recorded  month  by  month  at  Faversham 
Sewage  Works,  Highsted  Water  Works  and  Johnson  House,  Sittingbourne  can  be  se< 
in  Appendix  ' B’  and  Appendix  1 C'. 


2.  AREA 


The  acreage  for  the  Swale  Area  is  62,013  acres  -  approximately  97  square 
miles . 


3.  POPULATION 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  district  as  given  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  21 ,840  -  an  increase  of  220  on  the  estimate  for  the 
previous  year. 


4.  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES 


The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1965  was  7,352  as  compared 
with  7,194  at  the  end  of  1964  -  an  increase  of  158. 
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There  were  69  housing  units  built  by  the  Council  and  189  constructed 
privately  (total  258),  a  welcome  increase  on  last  year's  total  of  122.

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4 .  INFANT  DEATHS  (Deaths  under  1  year) 

(a)  Infant  Mortality  Rates  -  The  total  infant  deaths  was  6  which  gives  a 
rate  of  14.7  per  1,000  -  a  decrease  of  0.8. 

There  were  no  illegitimate  infant  deaths  during  1 965  which  means  the  rate 
of  legitimate  infant  deaths  per  1,000  legitimate  live  births  was  15.6.

(b)  The  crude  death  rate  at  9.5  per  1 ,000  of  the  population  shows  a 
decrease  over  that  of  1964  which  was  10.6  per  1,000.  The  corrected  death  rate 
for  the  Swale  area  is  9.6  per  1,000  as  compared  with  "that  for  England  and 
Vales  which  is  11.5  -  0,2  higher  than  that  for  1964.

There  were  211  infectious  disease  notifications  received  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  371  in  1964  -  a  decrease  of  160,  Measles  accounted  for  the 
biggest  proportion  of  this  number  (197) »  a  decrease  of  1 1 1  on  last  year's 
figure  of  308.  j 


The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  has  decreased  by  5  from  13  last  year 
to  8  this  year  and  all  cases  were  very  mild.  Cases  of  Whooping  Cough  have 
also  decreased  from  41  in  1964  to  only  2  this  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia  has  been  4  for  the  last  three  years  but 
this  year  they  decreased  to  2. 


For  the  seventh  year  running  there  were  no  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis 
notified. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


No  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1965  but 
there  were  2  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  -  a  decrease  of  2  on  the  previous 
year.  There  were  2  admittances  to  hospital  during  the  year  ahd  these  were 
to  Keycol  Sanatorium,  Bobbing.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

(j) , Diphtheria ,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  -  Prom  the  figures  supplied 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer  it  would  appear  that  316  children  received  the 
primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  while  386  . received 
re-inforcing  inoculations.  Primary  inoculations  against  Whooping  Cough  were 
307  while  260  re-inforcing  inoculations  were  given. 


The  triple  vaccine  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  is 
now  extensively  used. 
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(ii)  Smallpox  Vaccination  -  Due  to  the  amendment  to  the  County  Council's 
Proposals  approved  as  from  1st  January,  1963  the  only  information  now  available 
is  that  226  children  aged  1  year  received  a  primary  vaccination.

Local  Authority  Health  Services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
are  administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
Those  services  include  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children;  the  provision 
of  Midwives;  Home  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing;  Vaccination  and  Immunisation; 
Prevention  of  Illness;  Care  and  After-Care  and  the  Domestic  Help  Service. 
Mental  Welfare  and  the  treatment  and  care  of  Tuberculosis  patients  is 
provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  -  Sections  47  and  50 

These  sections  provide  for  the  removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  to  suitable  accommodation  and  for  the  burial  of  the  dead  where  no 
satisfactory  arrangements  have  otherwise  been  made.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  no  action  under  these  sections  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1962  -  Meals  on  Wheels., 

Unfortunately  this  excellent  scheme  has  not  increased  in  1965  and  the  onl; 
parish  where  this  service  is  available  is  Bredgar.  The  subsidy  was  increased 
from  2d  to  3d  to  cover  a  similar  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  meals  and  320 
were  served  in  the  year. 
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SECTION  V 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1 .  Water  Supply 


The  district  is  well  served  by  water  mains  and  only  12  houses  have  no 
main  supply. 


The  Medway  Water  Board  are  responsible  for  supplies  in  the  parishes  of 
Bobbing,  Iwade ,  Hart lip,  Ldwer  Halstow,  Newington  and  Upchurch  and  the  remaining 
parishes  are  served  by  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company. 

Six  samples  of  treated  water  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination 
were  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory. 


Fluoride  has  not  been  added  to  the  water  supplies  in  the  Swale  area. 


2,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  sewerage  schemes  at  Lynsted,  Howt  Green  and  Key  Street  were  completed 
in  1964  and  in  1965  work  was  concentrated  on  the  disposal  works. 


Lower  Halstow  The  enlargement  of  the  works  by  additional  settling  tanks 
filters  sludge  digestion  tanks  and  drying  beds  and  humus  tanks  was  75% 
completed  by  the  end  of  1965. 


Boughton  To  provide  treatment  for  the  contents  of  cesspools  in  the 
surrounding  area  sludge  lagoons  and  drying  beds  and  an  additional  filter  have 
had  to  be  added  to  the  existing  works.  This  was  about  80%  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 


Teynham  The  works  are  almost  at  their  full  capacity  and  pending  more 
permanent  arrangements  in  future  extensions  temporary  lagoons  have  been 
constructed  to  afford  some  relief  to  the  cesspool  liquor  problem. 
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The  treatment  of  cesspool  contents  at  these  works  does  create  difficultie 
in  maintaining  satisfactory  effluents  and  this  has  contributed  considerably 
to  the  necessity  for  these  extensions. 

A  number  of  complaints  has  been  received  regarding  drainage  difficulties 
at  Dunkirk  arising  from  the  heavy  clay  soil  and  the  height  of  the  water  table 
in  that  area. 


The  only  complete  solution  is  sewering  the  area  to  connect  to  the 
Boughton  system. 


3 ,  Public  Cleansing 


This  service  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  who  has 
supplied  the  following  information. 


(a)  Refuse  Collection  The  Loader/driver  open  lorry  system  has  been 
working  satisfactorily  but  some  routes  have  had  to  be  amended  and  there  is 
some  difficulty  in  finding  a  relief  driver  with  knowledge  of  the  routes  during 
holidays  or  periods  of  sickness. 


It  was  necessary  to  use  the  Newnham  tip  for  a  short  period  only  and  it  is 
not  likely  that  tipping  will  be  re-started  here  except  in  cases  of  emergency. 


(b)  Cesspool  Emptying  The  pressure  on  this  service  continues  and  seems 
to  increase  for  although  the  number  of  outstanding  applications  for  emptyings 
has  never  been  exceptionally  high  overtime  has  had  to  be  worked. 


4 .  Public  Conveniences 


Three  of  the  parishes  in  the  district  have  this  amenity  -  Newington, 
Doddington  and  Green  Street,  it  Newington  the  building  was  erected  by  the 
Council.  At  Doddington  and  Green  Street  suitable  arrangements  were  made  by 
the  Council  with  the  owners  and  tenants  of  the  public  houses  "The  Chequers" 
and  "The  Swan"  for  the  use  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  these  houses  by  the 
public . 


The  Council  are  considering  proposals  for  building  a  public  convenience 
at  Boughton. 
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5.  Rodent  Control 


One  man  is  employed  for  this  purpose  and  is  engaged  full  time  on  survey 
work  and  the  clearance  of  infestation  found.  Treatment  at  private  houses  is 
included  in  the  service  given  by  the  Council,  but  occupiers  of  business 
premises  are  required  to  pay  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  before  treatment 
is  started.  Every  encouragement  is  given  to  the  owner  or  occupier  wishing  to 
carry  out  disinfestation  of  his  own  premises. 


6„  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 


(i)  During  the  year  14  visits  were  made  investigating  cases  of  infectious 
disease.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  disinfect  any  rooms. 


(ii)  There  is  very  little  work  necessary  on  disinfestation  of  vermin 
but  this  year  there  was  a  little  more  than  usual  viz;  16  visits  giving  advice 
and  guidance  on  the  treatment  of  3  premises.

Co-operation  by  the  shop  keepers  has  enabled  a  reasonable  standard  to 
be  provided  and  maintained  in  the  food  premises  of  the  area,,  There  were 
eight  informal  notices  served  during  the  year  and  seven  of  these  had  beer 
complied  with  by  the  end  of  1  965*

HOUSING 


i  Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses 


This  year  29  houses  have  been  demolished  and  3  closed  compared  with  28 
demolished  and  closed  last  ye ar„  A  total  of  84  people  in  34  families  were 
displaced  and  re-housed  by  the  Council, 


Improvement  Grants 


This  work  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  continues  to 
make  a  very  valuable  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  the  standard  of  housing 
in  the  district. 


It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  over  three  quarters  of  the  houses  improved 
by  discretionary  grants  were  for  letting. 


Discretionary  Grants 

A  total  of  27  applications  covering  42  dwellings  of  which  10  were  owner/ 
occupied  and  32  tenanted  were  approved  during  the  year.  The  cost  of  work 
involved  was  £37,603  and  grants  of  £15,005  were  approved.

There  were  two  applications  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  during 
the  year  and  these  were  issued. 


New  Houses 


A  total  of  258  housing  units  were  built  during  the  year.  Of  this  figure 
189  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  69  by  the  Council,  as  compared  with 
last  Year's  total  of  122  (94  by  private  enterprise  and  28  by  the  Council). 


Churchill  House,  Baker  Close,  Teynham.  The  joint  scheme  of  the  Kent 
County  Council  as  Welfare  Authority  and  this  Council  as  the  Housing  Authority 
was  extended  with  the  opening  of  Churchill  House  at  Teynham.  This  is  larger 
than  the  venture  at  Newington  and  consists  of  15  single  bedsitters,  8  double 
flats  and  3  self  contained  flats  besides  the  two  bedroom  flat  reserved  for  the 
warden. 


A  similar  scheme  is  now  under  construction  at  Boughton  and  is  due  for 
completion  in  1967. 
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Hop  Pickers  Camps 


There  are  about  300  huts  used  on  10  sites  and  accommodating  1,000  to 
1 ,200  persons  -  a  vastly  different  problem  from  what  it  was  a  few  years  ago 
when  this  number  of  pickers  could  have  been  settled  in  one  camp. 


Caravans 


There  are  two  main  sites  for  residential  use  in  the  district:-  one  c*o 
Upchurch  for  90  vans  and  one  at  Graveney  for  24  vans.  The  only  site  for 
holiday  use  is  a  small  one  of  6  at  Graveney.  A  further  17  vans  are  on 
14  sites  spread  throughout  the  area. 

There  was  far  more  difficulty  this  year  in  getting  illegally  occupied  siti 
cleared  and  this  I  think  is  due  to  increased  pressure  on  the  caravan  dwellers 
by  neighbouring  authorities  and  the  ever  reducing  number  of  sites  that  are 
still  available. 


I  expect  there  will  be  even  more  caravans  finding  temporary  sanctuary 
on  farms  for  the  fruit  picking  season  and  an  even  harder  task  of  enforcing 
their  removal  when  work  on  the  farms  is  completed.
